Federal Aid Termed Doubtful 


Don't expect federal money this year to 


help Arlington Heights or any other area 
community depress railroad tracks. 


Both Arlington Heights Village Pres. 


John Walsh and Mgr. L. A. Hanson re- 
turned from a two-day stay in Washington 
w i t h the word that federal help for down- 
town improvements will be slight this 
year 


Illinois this year is allocated 12-'j per 


ecu; of federal funds for transportation 
piojccts. Hanson reported. All but S3 mil- 
lion of that total has been allocated and 
Peona is next in line to receive funds. 


Hanson 
Nicholas Lattof, a downtown 


merchant, and Duoglas Dodds. of the Ar- 
lington National Bank conferred Thursday 
with officials of the Department of Trans- 
portation. An assistant secretary of trans- 
portation told them that if money were 
available. Arlington Heights could qualify 
for a grant to cover at least two-thirds of 
the cost of the project.

Warns of Fraud 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen W. 


Hulett Monday issued a warning to busi- 
nessmen to be on guard against phony 
magazine solicitors 


Hulett urged businessmen as well as re- 


sidents to be wary fo telephone solicitors 
who use a sales pitch in which they say 
money from the magazine will be used for 
the widows and orphans of firemen 


The chief cited a case last week in 


winch Angelo Bertini of Aero Box Co , 1805 
Fstes Ave., was solicited for a $40 adver- 
tisement in The Illinois Fire Fighter 
maga/me. Bertini told police the caller in- 
dicate*! that he was a fire inspector and 
that no deficiencies had been found at his 
firm 


TIIK CAM.EIt THEN gave a pitch about 


buying an ad in the magazine and that 
funds from it would tenefit widows and 
children of firemen. The caller also m- 
dicated that if there were any deficiencies 
in the future they would be taken care of. 


When a messengtr came to collect the 


money last Friday Bertini called Hulett to 
find out if the local fire department knew 
anything about the magazine 


Hulett told him he had never heard of it 


and asked Bertini to detain the man at his 
company until Hulett :ould come over 
with the police 


Police charged the messenger, Harold 


McComy, 41, of Chicago, with fraud. He 
was released under $25 bond and sched- 
uled to appear in Elk Grove Village Court 
Aug. 
14 


THE MAGAZINE'S publisher, Morris 


Marsh, 60, of Chicago, who came to bail 
out McComy, was charged by police with 
bribery of Patrolman Ray Rose. 


Marsh allegedly tried to bribe Rose with 


a $100 bill if he would forget about the 
charge against McComy Rose did not ac- 
cept the offer and Marsh is now scheduled 
to appear in Niles Felony Court Aug. 12. 
He was released after posting 10 per cent 
of $2,500 bond. 


Hulett congratulated Bertini for being 


alert enough to call him and question the 
operation. 


Hulett said McComy had already picked 


up $30 in Dts Plaines Friday morning and 
that, according to his schedule, was to 
have stopped in Chicago and several other 
suburbs, including Addison, Rolling Mead- 
ows and Harrington, to pick up $675 in all. 


HULETT, WHO SAID he is convinced 


the operation is just a scheme to obtain 
money under false pretenses, said he 
checked with other fire departments and 
up $30 in Des Plaines Friday morning and 
the magazine. 


"I suspect that they're out of business 


for the present time," Hulett said. "I hope 
we've stopped them from popping up 
again." 


Even if the operation were legitimate, 


Hulett said all solicitors may be checked 
out simply enough by calling authorities. 


"Please call us when someone tries to 


solicit funds for advertising or anything 
else," urged the chief. 


He said Elk Grove Village firemen only 


ask for money once a year — for the an- 
nual firemen's dance. 


however, to develop plans on an area basis 
or to seek funds from sources other than 
the federal government

Fallout Shelters Good for Few 


The following is one of a continuing series 
on fallout shelter capabilities and Civil De- 
fense in surrounding communities. 


by KA1HIE BARNES 


In the event of a nuclear disaster, the 


people of Elk Grove Village would "just be 
out of luck," according to Police Chief 
Harry Jenkins, who is also Civil Defense 
director for the village. 


There are not enough shelters to protect 


the peopltj from nuclear fallout, nor are 
there enough supplies m most of the exist- 
ing shelters, Jenkins says 


Of the 20,000 population of the village, 


the fallout shelters could house about 
1,000, and those people would not all be 
supplied. 


The Moral government stocks shelters 


when they meet the rigid specifications of 
the Army engineers concerning wall thick- 
ness and foundation depth. The federal 
stocks include food, water, sanitation sup-

plies, medical supplies, radio and radi- 
ation equipment. 


THKKE ARK THREE stocked shelters 


in Klk Grove, including the Bell Telephone 
Co., the Council Chambers in the police 
station, and Grove Junior High School. 


The Ma tre D' Restaurant and an IGA 


warehouse have also been designated as 
shelters, but arc not stocked. 


Jenkins says the village has been trying 


to get matching federal funds to purchase. 
a warning siren for seveial years, but they 
have not received any cooperation to date. 


The reason for the lack of shelters, Jen- 


kins says, is that there are not enough 
qualified buildings in the area. He sa\s a 
building must have a basement and there 
just aren't many in p;lk drove.

Mount Prospect, is recognized, but Jen- 
kins doesn't think that would be very prac- 
tical.

strict specifications to Iwcome shelters, 
but Army engineers say they could be 
used in emergencies. 


"We'd better have our prayers all said if 


a bomb would strike nearby, say any- 
closer than Detroit. If it were farther 
away, like in New York, we might have a 
chance," Jenkins warned. 


Who would be the 1.000 who would get 


into the shelters if an attack were under 
way? Jenkins says it would be on a "firsl 
come, first serve" basis. 


The problem seems to be immense Jen- 


kins says the average citizen cannot do 
much except to put pressure on his local 
government, which he says is already 
doing all it can 


IF THE COMMUNITY wanted to build a 


public shelter, it would have to foot the 
bill. 


There are financial incentives gi\en to 


industries who want federal funds if they 
build a structure which is suitable for use 
as a fallout shelter. 


However, Jenkins said, the use of a 


building is strictly uith permission of the 
owner He is given no reimbursement and 
he must provide the area to store supplies 
without any charge 


Jenkins sees his problem as partly one 


of a lack of time 


"I am encouraging the village adminis- 


tration to name a director of Civil Defense 


with more time and capability to work on 
the program." 


ALTHOUGH HE was not aware of the 


cooperation between several villages in 
the area on their civil defense program, 
Jenkins said he would be "more than hap- 
py to work with them " 


The local civil defense unit is virtually 


nonexistent Jenkins pointed out that a lo- 
cal ham radio club and a nurse's club do 
help with communications and traffic con- 
trol in bad weather, but bad weather and 
relating emergencies seem to be the sole 
purpose of CD in Elk Grove Village

when they meet the rigid specifications of 
the Army engineers concerning wall thick- 
ness and foundation depth. The federal 
stocks include food, water, sanitation sup- 
plies, medical supplies, radio and radi- 
ation equipment. 


THERE ARE THREE stocked shelters 


:n Klk Grove, including the Bell Telephone 


Co., 
the Council Chambers in the police 


station, and Grove Junior High School. 


The Maitre D' Restaurant and an IGA 


warehouse have also been designated as 
shelters, but arc not stocked. 


Jenkins says the village has been trying 


to get matching federal funds to purchase 
a warning siren for several years, but they 
have not received any cooperation to date. 


The reason for the lack of shelters, Jen- 


kins says, is that there are not enough 
qualified buildings in the area He says a 
building must have a basement and there 
just aren't many in Elk Grove.

"We'd better tune our prayers Jill said if

If it were farther 
away, like in New York, we might have a 
chance," Jenkins warned.

way'.' Jenkins says it would l>e on a "first 
come, first serve" basis. 


The problem seems to be immense. Jen- 


kins says the average citizen cannot do 
much except to put pressure on his local 
government, which he says i.s already 
doing all it can. 


II' THE COMMl'NITY wanted to build a 


public shelter, it would have to foot the 
bill. 


There are financial incentives given to 


industries who want federal funds if they 
build a structure which is suitable for use 
as a fallout shelter.

In the event of a nuclear disaster, the 


people of Elk Grove Village would "just be 
out of luck," according to Police Chief 
Harry Jenkins, who is also Ci\ il Defense 
director for the village. 


There are not enough shelters to protect 


the people from nuclear fallout, nor are 
there enough supplies in most of the exist- 
ing shelters, Jenkins says. 


Of the 20,000 population of the village, 


the fallout shelters could house about 
l.(MH), and those people would not all be 
supplied. 


The federal government stocks shelters 


when they meet the i igitl specifications of 
the Army engineers concerning wall thick- 
ness and foundation depth. The federal 
stocks include food, water, sanitation sup- 
plies, medical supplies, radio and radi- 
ation equipment. 


THERE ARE THKKK stocked shelters 


in Elk Grove, including the Bell Telephone 
Co., the Council Chambers in the police 
station, and Grove Junior High School.

way'' Jenkins says it would be on a "firsl 
come, first serve" basis. 


The problem seems to be immense. Jen- 


kins says the average citizen cannot do 
much except to put pressure on his local 
government, which he says is already 
tloing all it can. 


IF THE COMMUNITY wanted to build a 


public shelter, it would have to foot the 
bill. 


There are financial incentives given to

When state income tax collection logins 


Friday, some of the funds collected are 
slated to be returned to the village govern- 
ments of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove on a 
monthly basis. 


Just how those funds will be returned, or 


how much each village is getting is a big 
mystery according to state tax attorneys, 
the state revenue department and the 
state treasury department, however 


Under the new Illinois state income tax 


law, one-twelfth of all funds collected from 
individuals will be returntd to local gov- 
ernments Estimates released by the state 
indicate that $775 million will be collected 
in income taxes this fiscal year with $(B 
million being returned to the municipal- 
ities. 


The funds will be returned on a per ca- 


pita basis: that is, so much for each resi- 
dent of the local municipality or county. 


WHAT IS KNOWN IS that the villages 


will be able to spend the money rebated to 
them for such purposes as increased po- 
lice protection or improved sanitation fa- 
cilities. "In many instances, it is expected 
that the shared revenue will permit a re- 
duction in local property taxes," the Illi- 
nois Information Service reported. 


An amendment to the tax rebate portion 


of the income tax law makes it possible 
for local governments to allocate their re- 
bates, or part of them, to local school dis- 
tricts in unrestricted block grants 


Illinois is the last large industrial state 


in the nation and the :«ith state to levy an 
individual and corporate income tax. It is 
the first state m the nation to initiate such 
a tax-sharing concept with local govern- 
ments, according to State Sen Russell Ar- 
rington, president pro-tern of the Illinois 
Senate. 


Even though the state has not released 


the details on how the income taxes will 
be returned, an educated guess is possible 


based on the information that has been re- 
leased. If S63 million is returned as the 
state plans, that will mean the local gov- 
ernments will get about $5 75 per person, 
based on recent population estimates for 
the state.

On a statewide basis an avtrage com- 


munity would receive in rebates one- 
twelfth or 8 3 per cent of the amount its 
residents paid in to the state. 


BASED ON THE ABOVE estimates. 


Wheeling would be receiving closer to 8 9 
per cent of what its residents pay. Buffalo 
Grove's return would be about 6.7 per cent 
of what its residents pay into the state.

Higher 
income communities 


throughout the state will receive a lower 
per cent of what their residents pay in 
because of the per capita basis of return- 
ing the rebates, while lower-income com- 
munities will get higher percentages than 
the average.

cording to police. A search of Diaferia's 
car revealed 14 grams of hashish, rangers 
said.

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Fallout Shelters Good for Few 


The following Is ono of a continuing series 
on fallout shelter capabilities and Civil De- 
fense in surrounding communities.

In the event of a nuclear disaster, the 


people of Elk (Jrovo Village would "just be 
out of luck," according to Police Chief 
Harry Jenkins, who is also Civil Defoji.se 
director for the village. 


There are not enough shelters to protect 


the people from nuclear fallout, nor are 
tin-re enough supplies in most of the exist- 
ing shelters, Jenkins says. 


Of the 
2(>,IMM) population of the village, 


the fallout shelters could house about 
1,000, and those people would not all be 
supplied. 


The federal government stocks shelters 


when they meet the rigid specifications of 
the Army engineers concerning wall thick- 
ness and foundation depth. The federal 
stocks include food, water, sanitation sup- 
plies, medical supplies, radio and radi- 
ation equipment. 


TIIKRE ARK THREE stocked shelters 


in Elk Grove, including l.he Bell Telephone 
Co., 
the Council Chambers in the police 


station, and Grove Junior High School. 


The Maitre D' Restaurant and an IGA 


warehouse have also been designated as 
shelters, but are not stocked. 


Jenkins says the village has been trying 


to get matching federal funds to purchase 
a warning siren for several ^ears, but they 
have not received any cooperation to date. 


The reason for the lack of shelters, Jen- 


kins says, is that there are not enough 
qualified buildings in the area He says a 
building must have a basement and there 
just aren't many in Elk Grove 


The possibility of transporting residents 


to surrounding 
communities, 
such 
as 


Mount Prospect, is reeognr/ed, but Jen- 
kins doe.sn't think that would be very prac- 
tical. 


TIIEUE ARE, JENKINS says, several 


buildings which do not qualify under the 
strict specifications to become shelters, 
but Army engineers say they could be 
used in emergencies 


"We'd better have our prayers all said if 


a bomb would strike nearby, say any 
clubt-r (tun Detroit. If it were farther 
away, like in New York, we might have a 
chance." Jenkins warned. 


Who would be the 1,000 who would get 


into the shelters if an attack were under 
way? Jenkins says it would be on a "firsl 
come, first serve" basis. 


The problem seems to be immense. Jen- 


kins says the average citizen cannot do 
much except to put pressure on his local 
government, which he says is already 
doing all it can. 


IF THE COMWl'MTY wanted to build a 


public shelter, it would have to foot the 
bill 


There are financial incentives given to 


industries who want federal funds if they 
build a structure which is suitable foi use 
as a fallout shelter 


However, Jenkins said, the use of a 


building is strictly \vith permission of the 
owner He is given no reimbursement ;md 
he must provide the area to .store supplies 
without any charge 


Jenkins sees his problem as partly one 


of a lack of time.

The chief cited a case last week in 


which Angelo Bertini of Aero Box Co., 1885 
Estes Ave., was solicited for a $40 adver- 
tisement in The Illinois Fire 
Fighter 


magazine. Bertini told police the caller in- 
dicated that he was a fire inspector and 
that no deficiencies had been found at his 
firm. 


THE CALLER THEN gave a pitch about 


buying an ad in the magazine and that 
funds from it would benefit widows and 
children of firemen. The caller also in- 
dicated that if there were any deficiencies 
in the future they would be taken care of. 


When a messengtr came to collect the 


money last Friday Bertini called Hulett to 


find out if the local fire department knew 
anything about the magazine. 


Hulett told him he had never heard of it 


and asked Uertini to detain the man at his 
company until Hulett could come over 
with the police. 


Police charged the messenger, Harold 


McComy, 41, of Chicago, with fraud. He 
was released under $25 bond and sched- 
uled to appear in Elk Grove Village Court 
Aug. 14. 


THE MAGAZINE'S publisher, Morris 


Marsh, 60, of Chicago, who came to bail 
out McComy, was charged by police with 
bribery of Patrolman Ray Rose. 


Marsh allegedly tried to bribe Rose with 


a $100 bill if he would forget about the 
charge against McComy. Rose did not ac- 
cept the offer and Marsh is now scheduled 
to appear in Niles Felony Court Aug. 12. 
He was released after posting 10 per cent 
of $2.500 bond.

they wanted someone who could apply an 
accounting background and possibly re- 
duce costs in the district," he said.

If they 
want it, then I'm for it." 


Neuhauser expressed sympathy to any

have active people it keeps everybody on 
their toes.

Grape grow- 
ers began to import foreign workers to 
harvest grapes, and a national boycott by 
the United Farm Workers resulted.

Jackson and the Rev. Ralph Abernathy of 
the Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence, according to the leaflet. 


THE GROUP OF boycott supporters 


met last week at the home of Andy 
Plesko, 201 S. Mitchell, Arlington Heights, 
after grapes were discovered at the Hoff- 
man Estates Jewel, to decide what to do 
with regard to the boycott. 


Plesko said that the Jewel chain is one 


of the few in the Chicago area not honor- 
ing the boycott. National, A & P and High- 
Low are several chains agreeing not to 
market grapes, Plesko said. 


The manager of the Hoffman Estates 


Jewel has been telling customers that his 
grapes are Arizona grapes and therefore 
not affected by the strike, according to 
Plesko. However, Arizona grape pickers 
are on strike and one Arizona grower is 
negotiating 
with 
the workers' 
union, 


Plesko said.

grapes only in a few stores in white subur- 
ban neighborhoods where support for the 
strike is the lowest, Plesko said. 


"The manager also says that they are 


selling grapes so their customers can 
make the choice of whether they will sup- 
port the boycott," Plesko said. "But they 
aren't letting all the customers make that 
choice. They're only letting a few of the 
white suburban customers decide." 


Store officials came out Saturday and 


took several of the leaflets, but did not 
come out to talk with members of Plesko's 
group, he said. 


The group plans to continue distributing 


leaflets on Saturdays until grapes are tak- 
en out of the store and may form picket 
lines, Plesko said.

curve, I noticed that three cars were ou-r 


taking me — two comma through the m- 
field and one from the outside 


As one car zipped p;x>t me on mj right. 


I slowed down coming o-it of the curve, 
waiting for the two cars in the infield to 
come hack on in the track. Thp tun tars in 
the infield, in turn, were waiting for me to 
go by. I then accelerated and went by tin- 
starting post for the first time — in second 
place, a distant second place. 


The first curve of the second lap went 


ca.sil> enough (since I wa.s going slow 
enough i and even the second curve wen' 
just fine. So once again I went past the 
starting post in second place 


On the third lap I noticed that I had a 


rear view mirror cracked as it was) with- 
in the car. so I fmured that you're sup 
posed to look out the back with it. I took 
one look and .saw three cars spinning in 
the middle of the track, rapping into one 
another That was enough of looking in the 
rear view mirror. 


On the last turn of the third lap. I start-

THK PADDOCK Olympics had a wide 


variety of events offered and eight to 13 
year olds will take part. 


The broad jump is one listed event and 


it will have entries trom ages 8-13 and 
boys and girls divisions. The 50-yard dash 
will have the same age groups and have 
divisions for both boys and girls 


Eight to 11 year old girls will compete in 


the lump rope event and this will have 
fierce competition. Each girl's score will 
be determined by the number of times 
jumped in a 30-second period. Since a 
number of area girls are experts in the 
jump rope, one has to feel sorry for the 
official who has to count the jumps. Some 
girls jump faster than one revolution of 
the rope per second. 


EIGHT AND NINE year olds will com- 


pete in kickball. Kickball is played basi- 
cally the same as baseball except the 
"batter" kicks a ball which is slowly 
rolled toward him. A runner can be 


thrown out if the thrower hits the runner 
with the ball 


Boys between the ages of 10 and 13 will 


be playing slow pitch softball and the play 
should be of good caliber since many boys 
play in softball league and Little Leagues. 


The softball throw will have boys en- 


tered between the ages ol eight and 13 and 
the object will be to find out which boy 
can throw the softball the longest distance. 
Some boys may approach 100 feet or 
more 


BOYS AND GIIILS between the ages of 


10 and 13 will be entered in tennis singles. 
They will compete in tournament single 
elimination play. Five games will con- 
stitute a match. 


There will be a kickball event for dis- 


tance. Boys and girls ages 8-i:i will be en- 
tered. The contestants will use a soccer 
ball and the winner will be the one who 


kicks, or punts, the ball the farthest. 


Each park district will pick out its best 


four runners and enter them in relaya m 
divisions from eight to 13. This event, 
which brings together fastest in the area, 
promises to be exciting 


IT C\N BE assumed that there were

The first five finishers in each event will 


win a ribbon. The youngster who wins a

Emotional Loss May 
Cause Heir To Shed 


The strange cases of children, both boys 


and girls, who suddenly and inexplicably 
lose their hair has puzzled doctors for 
years. 


Most psychiatrists have dismissed the 


thought that emotional problems cause the 
hair shedding because the children in- 
volved have usually shown no other signs 
of disturbance However, a three-year-long 
study 
at Children's Hospital 
Medical 


Center has convinced two doctors that 
such hair loss is invariably preceded by an 
overwhelming loss in the child's life. 


Frequently, the child has lost his or her 


usual position in the family because of the 
birth of a new baby. One baby girl lost 
p a t c h e s of hair when her parents 
separated. After "losing" his bottle from 
sudden weaning, a two-year-old boy lost 
all his hair, his eyebrows and eyelashes. 


Psychiatrist Robert D. Mehlman and 


dermatologist Robert D. Griesemer found 
a two-week interval between the psychic 
loss and the hair loss.

although recurrences are common. But, 
say the doctors, recovery is much less as- 
sured when total baldness (x-turs.

$14 million campus construction project 
this week that a great deal of work re- 
mains to he done before the campus opens 
its doors Sept. Hi. 


Only the data processing department, 


the college's memory bank, has begun its 
move into permanent quarters. 


Tile is still being laid In (lie third floor of 


the 
college's 
library 
learning 
center, 


where dozens of classrooms are 
being 


shelled in now. 


Some of the facilities, 
including tho 


large banked lecture halls and some of the 
laboratories, are not expected to be com- 
pleted until late in the fall. 


TIIK 
I'NKIMSHKI) look hasn't pre- 


vented Harper 
officials 
from radiating 


pride in the new campus as they take vis- 
itors through the college's six buildings, 
however — and those l>eing given tho 
guided tour find it easy to catch the glow. 


Business manager William Mann point- 


ed with satisfaction to the polished-block 
stairwells. "These buildings are really go- 
ing to be easy to maintain." he noted. 


College Pres. Robert Lahti, whose origi- 


nal academic training was in science, 
pointed to second floor laboratory drain 
pipes not yet masked by ceiling tiles. 
"These glass drains are more expensive 
than metal ones would have been but they 
are acid-resistant and we thought they 
were a good investment," he said. 


The empty art laboratories already show 


the 
good 
lighting students 
will enjoy 


through two story windows with a north- 
ern exposure. 


O'her college spokesmen noted that the 


art laboratories' floors will be smooth con- 
crete so students needn't worry over a 
spill. 


College officials already are developing 


some jokes about the campus. They point 
to the broad, concrete-surfaced mall area 
south of the student center and say that it 
really should be called the "maul" be- 
cause its central location makes it the ob- 
vious choice for student rallies and student 
demonstrations. They point out the window 


where Lahti can watch from his office in 
the second story administration wing. 


"That will probably lx- tho passion pit," 


another college official quipped, pointing 
to the student center's sunken, stair-ringed 
conversation well complete 
with rough 


stone fireplace. 


TIIK CAMI'l'S displays a harmonious 


grouping of brick-faced buildings linked 
with glassed-in walkways, cement stairs 
and slanted ramps. 


Finished inner corridors in the first-floor 


ground floor data processing area already 
bear the deep blue and orange accent col- 
ors and warm wood tones that will be car- 
ried throughout the buildings. 


Lahti says the autumn color scheme and 


strong-lined 
brick-and-masonry exterior 


are hallmarks of projects designed by 
Harper architects Caudill-Rowe-Scott and 
Associates, San Antonio. "You can recog- 
nize their work wherever you see it 
throughout the country," Lahti said. "I've 
never heard anyone make any complaints 
about it." 


Though cafeteria areas are still not com- 


pleted, enough equipment has been in- 
stalled so the visitor can visualize the path 
that will be taken by students as they 
choose foods from the lunch line in a 
"scramble system" that will help elimi- 
nate long queues. 


Heating and air condiitoning lines al- 


ready have been stubbed in to the end of 
the science wing where another addition is 
expected to be added by the college within 
a year or so. 


That same long-range planning is ob- 


vious in the two-story power plant build- 
ing, boilers and electrical circuit panels 
already designed for a campus that will 
eventually handle 10,000 students. 


Lahti says the pover plant cost $68 a 


square foot because the college wanted to 
provide now for its total future power ca- 
pacity. 


To the visitor, the whole campus gives 


that same look, built well enough to insure 
that the tax funds wliich financed it will 
still be considered SO years from now to 
have b'.'en v. o!"i :;p«it.
